UroN ibo Drawbacks' Bill thorowas 
yeaierday a conlorenoo belweea bis 
Excellency iho 'Goveroor and the 
Council. The Governor, it flppeara, 
■oni dowu a m«8Bago rooommending 
the udaition of a suspending olauee to 
tbo bill, nforring it to the Home Gov- 
ernment ior approval or disapproval. 
To this recommondauon, whioh would 
delay the operation of the bill, the 
Council natuially oxcoptod. and bo a 
Conlorenco with his Excellency was 
proposed and carried. HiB Excel- 
lency mot the Council in a very 
cordial manner, but w bother in tko 
court-e ot the interview the Council 
encceeded in convincing his Excellency 
that a delay of ft twelvemonth ui 
bringing the bill into foroo would bo 
prejudicial to ibe commercial interostb 
of tho Colony ; or ^wheihor boib iho 
Council and hie Excellenoy declined 

. to recede from their positions, docs 
not appear. The Council, bowov«r, 
upon their return passed a rosoluLlon 
relerring back lo ibo Exccuiivo tbo 
bill m tho form in which it bad passed 
—thai is, without ibe uddilioD of the 
clauso suggested by tho Governor, 
Wherein lie tho ol joctions oi tbo Exec- 
utive to allowing the bill to pass im- 
modiately into operation.wo aio unablo 
-to Bee ; but there can be no objection 
found with it for waut of prooedonts. 
Abundant precedent is found in the 
COBtomB' Amendment Act, which bo 
fore Union wns hurried through th 
Mainland Council, was signed by tbe 
Governor tho same day, and at five 
o'clock of the same afternoon was oar 
tied into practical operation upon the 
sSoamer Enterprise, then landing a 
cargo of goods fiom Yiotoria upon tho 
whaif at New Wenminster. That bill, 
bough signed on'y by Governor Soy- 
mour, continued in force for more than a 
year, to the groat annoyance and injury 
of tbo commerce of Victoria, and was 
Bubsequenily disallowed at tho Colon- 
ial Office as unconstitutional and 

. differential in its obaraoter. If a 
measure unconititutional and an>.Eng„ 
lisb in its form and working could be 
passed with railroad speed and remain 
in force moro than a year with only 
the Gofernor'a signature attMhed, is 
it not a little singular that a meaBure 
perfectly conaiituiional and so just, 
equitable, and nece>*f»ary as the Draw- 
backs' Bill has been shown to be, 
ihould require to bo sent homo and re- 
ceive the approval of tno Colonial 
OlBco before coming into effect ? We 
hope that tho Executive will ponder 
■well tbe effect a iwelvcmonlhs' delay 
njiiihl have upon iho commerce of t^ie 
Colo/iy, and that in the face uf tbo
